QUERY. 
‘A Cricketer’ sends the following letter 
te the Singapore Free Press:— ‘ ’ 
Sir,—In the ‘recent Cricket Match bo- 


*| tween Singapore and Selangor one of the 


umpires, through some confusion or other, 
omitted to call ‘over,’.not only aftor.the’ 
sixth ball had been delivered, but aven 
aftor the seventh hat been bowled. And 
the bowler had already commence@ run- 
ning to send down yet another, when a sud- 
don and vigorous yell from the scorors both 
pulled him up short, and called the umpire's | 
attention to the fact that ho was inadver- 
tently on the point of allowing tho bowler 
an eighth ball. i 

Therodpon tho scorers were inattucted, 
not by the umpires, but hy uns of the 
captains, to remain silont for the futuro, 
snd not to take it upon thomselres to in- 
terfera in tho ovént of a similar mistake 
Tecurring, 

Tho provailing opinion in the Pavilion 
around me was that these instructions wero- 
correct, and that the acorors, as alightly 
more thin spectators, had: no tight what- 
ovor to interpose in tho game in any way. 
There are those who think otherwiae, ond 
you would greatly oblige crickotors if in 
addition to expressing your opinion on tha 
point in dispute, you would kindly answer 
the following question :—‘Can a batsman 
decline to receive a sreenth ball in an over 
from a bowler?” 

Tho Editor, himself a crickoter, apponds 
tho following note :— 

The point is one on which there -should 
be no doubt stall. £ Aw over shal! consist 
of six-balis.’ That. is the luw of crickut on 
the point, as recently ‘amonded by the 
M. ©. C. Conmittes from tho Former 
numbar, ‘five.’ An umnipire, inadvertent. 


ly, occasionally calls ‘over’ a ball tov lite 
or ahall too seon, ~ But whilo tho latter is 
arin of mission and tho former. a sin of 
commission, an irregular over is absolutely 
illegal, and oni umpire’s inadvertence is in 
ils effect also sbsolutely-iMegal, An umpire 
may huvoan opinion, and the option of an 
opinion, aa to a catch, or leg-before-wicket: 
or run-out, and on many other points of 
tho, gamo, He has no option as to the 
nunyber of balls in an over, for that is fixed 
by law, and not in any way subject to his 
discretion, oven by default of attention to 
his duty, = 

Our opinion is this (in accordance with 
tho law) :— 

When a bowler shall have howled six 
balls, if the umpize ut the bowling end shall 
visibly haye lost count and be about to 
allow an illegal extra ball his attention niay 
be called to the fact by any one, or more, 
or all, of the following :~ 


1. Tho umpire at square leg, : 
2, Tho batsman at the batting end. 
3. The batsman st the bowling end. 
4,. Tho scorer (if withia easy hail), 


Thooretically any person in the tielding 
eleven might invite the nogligent umpire’s 
attention to the fact that he is about to 
connive at an infringemont of the law, but 
it is, on tho whole, expedient -that the 
responsibility of watching the bowling 
umpire should rest} upon one im- 
partial man, (the other umpire) and tho 
two men whose interests ae in question, 
It is quite ‘beside the point of logulity to 
say that an extra ball would probably be to 
the batsman’s advantage. In many cases, 
where a weak man was taking the bowling, 
with one wicket to fall, the result of tho 
illegal extra ball might prove absolutely 
disastrous, Ea 

As to the precise question ‘put by ‘A 
Cricketer’ as to whetherit isin a batsman's 
discrotivn to refuse to reeciro an extra ball, 
our reply is not only that he certainly can, 
but, if he is sure the imminent ball is egal, 
that he must step away and decline to play 
it, appealing to the othor. wapira for a de. 
cision, 

As a mattor of fact, we should be greatly 
inclined to suggest that both umpires should 
count the over and that wheri the over is 
‘up,' the umpire at square-leg should raise 
his hand, if over’ be not then called, to 
attract tho attention df the other umpiro to 
the fact that the teyal over has been com- 
pleted. The reminder will prove effective, 
and ‘over’ will be daly called when it is 
legally duo.
